Ylr.v.n Bros, peti- 
tion of right, the recogniticn by the 
legislature of the fact of their having 
some claim, the undue interference by 
the government with the prerogative 
of the ox Lieutenant-Clovernor in his 
consideration of the petition and the 
ultimata though tardy refusal of the 
fiat at^rr. \7alke.m's instance, it is 
only too apparent, the statute is and 
must bo a farce if only to bo pnt in 
force by those against whom it could 
evei" be used. >Such was never the in- 
tention of our legislature when the 
petition of right act was passed. 
It was intended to be lis it 
ia., in Ontario (from the sta- 
tute books of which province it 
was copied) the mean.i by which claim- 
ants whose alleged rights are not ad- 
mitted by the government, should 
have as onlinaryand practical a remedy 
against the Crown as one individual 
has against another. The right bene- 
Uciently given has not, so far as wo 
know, been abused by any suitor in 
this province or oLsowhere. In fact, 
since the Act has been passed we be- 
lieve only three petitions have been 
presented. The first was iMr. Vowki-l'h, 
whoso claim after a fair hearing was 
denied by the Supreme Court. The 
.second was Messrs, Keed Bros., a tiat 
in which was refused; and the third 
that of Mr. James Uken, the fiat for 
which has been granted and which will 
in due course come on for liearing. In 
, Mr.,VowELL'8 case thero was little di.s- 
pute, except as to llic legal rights of 
the claimant. In Mr. Ui;kn's case it 
is simply a money demand, involving 
no actual bad faith on the part of the 
government. ^lessrs. Keed Bros, is 
also a money demand and unles.s wc are 
mistaken includes claims against the 
government, arising out of the alleged 
non-fulfilment by the government of 
their obligations to the contractor.s — 
of delays and gross violations of duty. 
If it were proper to grant petitions in 
the former cases why not in that of 
Messrs. Beed Bros i In the ordinary 
course of human affairs, men, if they 
have honest causes, are only too 
glad to meet their adversaries, 
would never burk investigatition un- 
less afraid of what might be revealed. 
It is a pity there is no authority for 
(select committees of the legislature tak- 
ing evidence upon oath and in jiublic. 
After all there is nothing like full 
and public investigation before a court 
of justice. There the parties are con 
fronted; evidence is taken ujion oath 
and sifted — unfair dealing if it has talc- 
on place is c^'po'jed and malfeasance of 
office, if such there be, would be drag- 
ged under the inquisitorial gaze of pub- 
lic opinion. Maladministration can 
be cloaked, nay, can be concealed, by 
witnesses (unsworn) before a commit- 
tee sitting privately in" a lobby room, 
especially when skilled assistance is al>- 
sent. The suggestion is jirobably not 
williout foundation that ^Ir. Waki.i-m's 
refusal to grant a trial in lii:i:n Broth- 
er's case 13 not owing to an unwilling- 
ness on his part to allow their claim to 
be heard, but because he shrinks from 
a public investigation, the incidental 
revelation in which would be to him 
most unpleasant and dangerous. Such 
a view gathers force when we learn 
that arbitration upon the claim has late- 
ly been, proceeding in England before 
Messrs. Kinipple &■ Morris, The peo 
pie of this province who are parties in 
terested would have been better satis- 
ged had the investigation taken place 
in B. C. where any one who took snf 
Ccient interest might have learnt the 
merits of the case, ij i; 

THItOUGff TO YALE. ' 

Now that the acerbities of I he 
"Through to Yalo" contest are quieted 
down, it may not be uninteresting to 
review tho results of tfic scasonH worL-. 
In spite of the strongest opposition of 
the powerful would be monopolists of 
cariying trade between this port and 
the head of navigation; and in spite of 
all the discouragements of lukewarm 
friends, the Western Slope, crip|)led as 
she was with a load of debt, commenc- 
ed her through trips and continued 
them/wthbut a'^Tshap'of any sort 
worth mentioning. Up to the time of 
going into winter quarters a few days 
ago; and she is now ready to be hauled 
out, to all ai)pcarauceH, as sound and 
as seftwprth\' as when she cariie otV the 



ways eight or nine months ago. She 
made G2 through trips to Yale and 
several trips to New Westminster be- 
fore being laid up, and six or seven 
more might have been made ■■ had she 
been off the jrays soon enougli h\ the 
spring. Daijng th^se* 62 runs to Yale 
and back eritendin^^early to the mid- 
dle of t!ie present month, detentions 
on aeeount of rough weatlieronthe gulf 
only amounted to about nix hours. 
Thus the principal plank in the plat- 
form of the opposition that a steamer 
of tin; Slo]ie's build could not cross the 
gulf .safely as a rule, has been tuost 
efl'ectually knocke;! away by ac- 
tual experiment through several 
months of all sorts of weather. 
Tho season's ^rlc^has b(?en a most sat- 
isfactory one to' hor" energetic captain 
and his family, but had thoy been able 
to control a light draft steamer of the 
type of the little Gertrude they 
might have continued running as long 
as the river remains clear of ice. Tlie 
Slope could now be making profitable 
trips as far as Chilliwhack and giving 
all the lower Fraser settlers tho benefit 
of the through route, had £iuch a vessel 
been placed at Oapt, Moore's disposal. 
Foi some time after through trips were 
commenced .shippers wore very alow in 
extending their jiatronage, giving as 
their excuse that early in the season the 
Slope would di-scontinue going to Yale 
in consequence of the shallowness of 
the river bars above Sumass, and that 
they would perforce have to go back 
to till' old line. This idea operate<l so 
disaJvantageously that for some time 
light freights were offered, h^rom the 
commencement she secured the lion's 
share of the passenger traffic; and this 
patronage was well merited by tho 
regularity and punctuality of her ar- 
rivals and dcparture.s. A light draft 
st(!amer, therefore, to lake Victoria 
freight at Sumass or Chilliwhack is all 
that4H required to complete what has 
been so successfully and so satisfactori- 
ly begun; and sueh a desideratum will 
be procured for the early spring trade. 
This will enable tho Slope to make sev- 
eral trips before the water gets high 
enough to admit of her going to Yale, 
and besides this steamer will be a 
sort of reserve vessel on the river 
through the whole season. It is un- 
necessary to enumerate the' many ad- 
vantages wliioh the through route has 
conferred upon the people of this city. 
IMercliants, traders, hotel-keepers and 
indeed business men of all sorts have 
been benefitted and will continue to he 
benefitted in an ever-increasing ratio 
by keeping up the scheme that has 
been so successfully begun and its 
feasibility so fully demonstrated. Tho 
people of Yale, too,are sharers to a very 
great degree in these advantages. Their 
orders are filled and their goods arrive 
without transhipment and without de- 
lay in from 24 to 30 hours from the 
time the telegraphic order is sent down. 
They are enabled'to get to this city in 
12 or 15 hours, transact business and 
reach homo again in about two days. 
Nor are any of the settlors on the river 
below Yale uninterested in this through 
arrangement. They save time when 
compelled to traNoI, t'leir supplies are 
forwarded promptly and safely, and 
their mail niatter might, could, would 
or .should be delivered much more satis- 
factorily than it ha.s hitherto been, if the 
P.O. authorities would avail themselves 
of the increased facilities placed within 
their reach by this service. Altogether 
the outlook for ne.xt season's through 
business is a most favorable one. Many 
discouragements have been overcome; 
public confidence in the gallant craft 
that has done so well is now strong and 
on the increase; aud should no untow- 
ard event occur the net results of an- 
other year's tran.sactions will be so 
beneficial to this city that jieople will 
virpjideFLow they ever did without a 
Through to Yale line.

an extent now only faintly foreseen. 

London, Dec. I L — Lord Lorne pre- 
sided to-day at a meeting held for the 
encouragement of emigration of women 
to Canada. 

V'iKNNA, Dec. 13. — On removing

each car having 30,000 eggs, passed 
east to-day; totol value, .$260,000.

eggs come from Japan and are bound 
for Milan, Italy. Formerly shipments 
were made via India. Four Italian 
merchants have charge of the precious 
cargo. 

New York, Dec 14.— Five overdue 
steamships arrived to day; one the Som- 
erset, being 27 days oat from Bristol in 
terrific gales. Her first and third ofli 
cers and eight seamen were disabled. 

Chicago, Dec. I k — Another disas 
trous freshtt is reported in the San- 
gamon river, in Illinois, caused b}' re- 
cent heavy rains. 

Tho gap in the Northern Pacific rail- 
road between Montana and Oregon is 
now less than 700 miles wide and will 
be almost closed by 1882.
